The fol'owing account of this extra- 
serdinary man we have taken from the 
Adventurer, No. 88, as a proper fup- 
piement to this letter ; for which we are 
greatly obliged to our correfpondent. 


M* Simson Browne was a diffenting 
5% /§ teacher, of exemplary life, and 
eminent intelle¢étual abilities ; who, 
after having been fome time feized 
with melancholy. defifted from the 
dutics of his function, and could not 
be perfuaded to join in any att of 
worthip either public or private. His 
friends often urged him to account 
for this change in his condua&, at 
which they expreffed the utmoft grief 
and aftonithment ; and “after much 
importunity, he told them, ‘ that he 
had fallen under the fenfible dif- 
pleafure of God, who had caufed his 
rational foul gradually to perifh, and 
Jeft him only an animal life in com- 
aon with brutes ; that it was, there- 
tere, prophane for him to pray, and 
incongruous to be prefent at the 
prayers of others.” 
In this opinion, however abfurd, 
he was inflexible, at a time when all 
the powers of his mind fubfifted in 
their full vigour, when his concep- 
tions were clear, and his reafoning 
ftrong. 

Reing once importuned to fay grace

at the table of a friend, he excufed G 


himfelf many times; but the requett 
being ftill repeated, and the company 
kept ftanding, he difcovered evident 
tokens of diftrefs, and, after fome ir- 
refolute geftures and hefitation, ex- 
prefied a greet fervor this ejacula- 
tion: *Moft merciful and almighty 
* God, let thy fririt, which moved 
* upon the face of the waters when 
‘ there was no light, defcend upon

But the mott aftonithing proof both 
of his intellectual excellence and de- 
fet, is, A Defence of the Religion of Na- 
ture and the Chriftian Revelation, in an- 
fewer to Tindal’s Chriflianity as old as 
the Creation, and his dedication of it 
to the late Queen.

© He was once a man; and of fome 
little name; but of ho worth, as his 
prefent unparallelled cafe makes but 
too manifeft: for by the immediate 
hand of an avenging God, his very 
thinking fubftance has for more 
than feven years been continually 
wafting away, till it is wholly pe- 
riflred out of him, if it be not utter- 
ly come to nothing. None, no not 
the leaft remembrance of its very 
ruins remains, not the fhadow of an 
idea is left, nor any fenfe that, fo 
much as one fingle one, perfect or 
imperfeét, whole or diminifhed, ever 
did appear to a mind within him, or 
was perceived by it. 

‘ Such a prefent from fuch a thing, 
however worthlefs in itfelf, may not 
be wholly unacceptable to your ma- 
jefty, the author being fuch as hifto- 
ry cannot parallel; and if the fact, 
which is real, and no fiétion nor 
wrong conceit, obtains credit, it 
muft be recorded as the moft me- 
morable and indeed aftonifhing e- 
vent in the reign of George the IId, 
that a tract compoled by fuch a thing 
was prefented to the illuftrious Caro- 
line; his royal confort needs not be 
added; fame, if I am not mifinform- 
ed, will tell that with pleafure to all 
fucceeding times.

¢ ment, and may raife that commife- 
¢ ration in your royal breaft which 
© he hasin vain endeavoured to excite 
¢ in thofe of his friends; who, by the

‘ ed, that a thinking being could, for 
* feven years together, live a ftranger

* loft at prefent amongft men.

Ps SUBFLAVI (wherewith I

is in Englifh called mundic; and the 
Britifh mines (-oal-mines net exclu- 
ded) abound with this mineral, of 
which no advantage is made in this 
kingdom. I believe an attempt was 
once made in Derby/bire to render this 
mineral heunieiad, but it mifcarried. 

Yet this mineral always contains 
fulphur or brimiftone, and fome of it 
has filver or copper, in fuch a quan. 
tity that it is worth extra¢ting, tho* 
fome of it contains no metal of any 
kind. But as an effay is fo very eafily 
made on this mineral, I recommend 
it to all metallurgifts in this king. 
dom, never to fufter it to go amongtt 
the rubbith before it is properly ex. 
amined. The bef procefs for this 
purpofe is as follows: 

‘ Take mundic bruifed in pieces ag 
‘ big as nuts, fo that they may not 
* Jie too clofe upon one another, then 
* put them into an earthen or ftone 
* retort, but leave one third part of 
the retort empty; fet the retort in 
a reverbatory iurnace, apply are. 
ceiver with water, at firft give avery, 
flow fire, and proceed gradually lt 
all within the retort 3s red-hot; 
continue as long as any thing comes 
over, then let the fire go out: .that 
which comes over in a grey-coloured 
fub{tance is brimftone; whatremaings 
in the retort is, by. the help of a 
crucible, and the black-flux, to be 
tried whether it contains a metal.* 
If by this experiment it appears 
that the muxzdic will anfwer to work 
m large quantities, then the fame me-

Letrrer Il. On the Fevers and Coughs 
of Men and Women. 

Mr URBAN, . 

Have confidered (in a papér pub- 

lifhed in your Mag. for Nov. 1761) 
the Fevers and Coughs of Infants and 
€hildren, and fhall now communicate 
my fentiments on thefe difeafes in a- 
dult Perfons, that the poorer fort of 
people, who cannot be at the expence 
of employing a phyfician, may know 
my opinion, and have my advice for 
the management of the fick, and_ for 
making fome proper and cheap medi- 
cinés for their recovery; medicines, 
which, in my experience, have been 
very effectual in reftoring them to 
health. 

There are two principal fources of 
Fevers : One comprehends the caufes, 
Which rendess the blood, and other 
fluids of the body too thick; the other 
includes thofe which make them too 
thin ;andI fhall thew how common peo- 

le may diftinguith one fort of them 
trom the other. It fhould be obferv’d, 
that, in all fevers of every kind, there 
is a morbid quality introduced, and fub- 
fitting in the blood, as the produétive 
caufe ; and the proper means for cu- 
ring them are fuch methods, and me- 
dicines, as by experience have been 
found effe&tual for removing the mor- 
bid quality, and recowtring the fick in 
the herte time. 

In fome perfons, when there is too 
much blood, fuch bleeding may be ad- 
vifed as will draw off the excefs, ex- 
cept in peftilential diftempers,in which 
blocd letting has proved almoft always

If the pulfe is too quick, and not 
ftrong, and the heat of the body not 
great ; if the tongue is very black, or 
dry, and the thirft is great, or if the 
patient voids blood by urine,or fpitting, 
or at his nofe, or by ftool ; orif he has 
fiat /pots on his fkin, black or reddifh in, 
colour; or if he has a great loofenefs, 
with watery or thin ftools ; or if he 
has profufe fweats, with a fenfible fin- 
king of his fpirits, and decreafe of 
ftrength, it may be inferred, that the 
fever is of a putrid kind, or that the 
caufe of it has introduced a quality in- 
to the animal fluids difolvent of their 
natural confiftence, and relaxing the 
mufcular fibres, weakening the action 
of the heart and arteries, and leading 
on toa putrefaction of the various parts 
of the body, which will foon end in 
death, if God is not pleafed to direct 
and blefs proper remedies to free the 
blood from its morbid diffolvent qua-, 


ity. 
I will only add, at prefent, that as all 


mortal, even in the bodies fulleft of G Fevers are produced by, and are de- 


blood : this evacuation may be mode- 
rately ufed in Pleurifies, when the ex- 
tremity of pain, and the difficulty of 
breathing fhall require it. 

That the common people (who ge-

Letter from the Earl of Albemarle to the 
Earl of Eeremont, dated Head Quarters, 
near the Havannah, Auguft 21, 1762. 

My Lord, 

Have the honour of informing your 

Lordthip, that the town of the Havan- 
nab, with all its dependencies, and the men 
of war in the harbour, furrendered to his 

Majefty’s arms by capitulation, on the 13th 

inftant. 

Inclofed is a copy of the capitulation, 
various returns, and the chief engineer’s 
continuation of the journal of the fiege of 
the Moro Fort, which was taken by ftorm 
the 3oth of laft month, fo much to the ho- 
nour and credit of his majefty’s troops, 
and to Major-General Keppel, who com- 
manded the attack, that I fthould do them 
injuftice if I did not mention them ina 
particular manner to your lordfhip, Our 
mines were fpreng about one o’clock, and 
a breach made juft praéticable for a file of 
men in front. The enemy was drawn up 
on the top of it, in force, with a feeming 
determination to defend it: The attack 
was fo vigorous and impetuous, that the 
enemy was inftantaneoufly drove from the 
breach, and his majefty’s ftandard planted 
upon the baftion. 

I did not fend a particular exprefs with 
this good news to your lordthip, becaufe I 
flattered myfelf that what had happened 
would foon be the confequence of our fuc- 
cefsat Fort Moro, 

On the rrth in the morning, by a fignal 
from’ the fort, we opened our barteries a- 
gainft the town and Punta Fort. The guns 
and mortars were fo well ferved-by the ar- 
tillery and failors, and their effe& fo great, 
that in Jefs than fix hours all the guns in 
the fort and North baftion were filenced. 
The governour hung out the white flag, 
and beat a parley ; ad at the fame time 
ferit out dn officer to propofe a ceffation of 
arms, fot 24 hours, in order to prepare 
the artiéles of capitulation. 

‘ I feht on board the Namur to the admi- 
ral, to-inform him of -the governor’s pro- 
pofals. 

Sir George Pocock immediately came to 
my quarters, and we agreed to 4 fufpenfion 
of Hioftilities to the rzth at 12 o’¢lock, 

TF f{ummoned the governor on the roth. 
His ahfwer was very civil and proper ; at 
the famieé-time faid, he would: defend his 
town to the laft extremity. 

The difficulti€s the’ officersand foldiers 
have met with, ‘and the fatigues they have 
fo cheatfully aad readily gone throogh,

Gen, Eliot, and the reft of the general of- 
ficers under my command; to every offi~ 
cer and foldier in the army ; and to the of- 
ficers and failors of his majefty’s fleet, for 
the zealous manner with which they have 
carried on the fervice, and for the great 
affiftance I have received from them. 
Happy we hall think ourfelves, if our con- 
du& meets with his majefty'’s approbation. 

Sir.George Pocock and Comm. Keppel have

manner : and 1 may venture to fay, that 
there never was)a joint undertaking car- 
ried.on with more harmony and zeal on 
both fides, which greatly contributed to 
the fuccefs of it. 

Capt. Nugent, one of my aid-de-camps, 
who has the honour.of delivering you my 

C. difpatches, can inform your lordthip of 
any particulars you are pleafed to learn 
from him, He has been very a€tive, and 
prefent at every material affair that has 
happened fince the landing of the troops. 
1 muft beg, through your lordthip, to re- 
commend him to his majefty as a very de- 
ferving youngman. He carries with him 
the Spanifh enfign taken at the Moro, 

D_ Col. Carleton, who has acted as brigadier 
fince Lord Rodio left the army, had the mif- 
fortune of being wounded on the 22d of 
Fuly, when the enemy made a fortie: *He 
is at prefent.in a fair way of doing well, 

I think it but juftice to Major Fuller, who 

is my eldeft aid-de-camp, to fay, that I 

fhould have fent him to England, if 1 had 

not thought it would be more agreeable to 

his majefty to receive the news by one of 
his own fervants.

It appears by the dates of thefe pa- 
pers, that they followed in a very ra-

now thought himfelf obliged to pro- 
duce fuch other proof againft Molly's 
direét ailertion, as he had been able to 
procure: 

On the 27th of September he pub- 
lifhed a paper, in which he aflerts, 
that there is a gentleman of known 
worth and probity, then at his elbow, 
who-bad often. fed Sally Molloy when 
confined by her father in 1751 and 
1752, by fending bread and meat to 
be left in the neceflary houfe tor her, 
to which place fhe was fuffered to have 
accefs at times, being kept locked up 
in atwo pair of ftairs clofet, from the 
window of which her complaints were 
heard; and that the fame gentleman 
having been to fee the perfon at the 
hofpital, is ready to {wear fhe is the 
fame perfon he fed at her father’s 
houfe.

 Sobn*s, Newfoundland, being difpatched 
by Lt Col. Amberfi, with the following 
letter to the E. of Egremont. 
St Fohn's, Newfoundland, Sept. 20, 1762. 
My Lord, 
Ccording to the orders I received 
from Sir Jeffery Amberft at New 
York, I proceeded to Halifax with the 
tranfports, to take up the troops def- 
‘tined for the expedition. I got into 
the harbour the 26th of Auguf ; and 
finding Lord Coville failed,determined 
.to embark the troops there, and at 
Louifbourg ,& proceed after his a 

I had every thing embarked, rea 
to fail the 29th, but contrary winds 
kept. usin the harbour till me ee 1, 
when we got out, and arrived at 3 
bourg on the sth. Thenext day the 
troops were embarked, and we failed 
on the 7th in the morning. 

I joined Lord Colville’s fleet on the 
isth, a few Jeagues to the fouthard of 
St Fohn'’s ; and by the intelligence his 
lordthip had received, I was obliged to 
change my ‘refolution of landing the 
troops at Kitty Vitty, a narrow en- 
trance, clofe to the harbour of St 
Fobn’s, the enemy having entirely 
ftopped up the paflage in, Bp finking 
thailops in the channel. 

From the beft information I could 
Bets it appeared that Torbay, about 3 

eagues to the northward of St John's, 
swas the only place to land the troops at. 

Lord Colville fent the Syren man ot 
war into Torbay with the tranfports ; 
and it was late at night on the 12th, 
before they all came to an anchor. 
Capt. Douglas, of the Syren, went with 
me <o view the bay, and we found a 
very'good beach to land on. It blew 
hard in the night,and one of the tranf- 
“ports, with the Provincial light infan- 
try corps on board, was driven out 
“to fea. 

I landed the troops early the next 
morning, at the bottom of the bay, 
from whence a path led to St Fohn's : 
A party of the enemy fired fome thots 
at the boats as they rowed in. The 
light infantry of the regulars landed 
fir, gave the enemy one fire, & drove 
them towards St Yohn's. The battalions 
Janded,and we marched on. The path 

“for four miles was very nayrow,thro’ a 
thick wood,and over very bad ground. 

Capt. D‘Donell’s ight infantry corps 
in front came up with fome of the 
party we drove from the landing place: 


They had concealed themfelves ina 

wood, fired upon us, and woundéd 4 

men. A part of Capt. M*Dounnell’s 

corps rufhed in upon them, took three 
prifoners, and drove the reft off, 

The country opened afterwards, 
and we marched to the left of Kitt 
Vitty: It was neceffary to take poftet. 
fion of this pafs, to open a communi- 
cation for the landing of artillery and 
ftores, it being impraéticable to get 
them up the way we came. 

As foon as our right was clofe to 

B Kitty Vitty river, the enemy fired upon 
us from a hill on the oppofite fide. 

I fent a party up a rock, which com- 

manded the paflage over, and, under 

cover of their fire, the light infantry, 
companies of the Royal and Moptgome- 
ry’s, fupported by the grenadiers of the 
Royal, pafled, drove the enemy up to 
C the hill, and purfued them on that fide 
towards St Fobu's ; when I perceiveda 
body of the enemy coming totheir fup- 
port, and immediately ordered over 

Major Sutherland with the remainder of 

the firft battalion, upon which they 

thought proper to retreat, and we had 
D juft time, before-dark, to take poft. 

Capt. M‘Kenzie, who commanded 
Montgomery's \ight infantry, was badly 
wounded. We took ten prifoners. 
The troops lay this night on their 
arms. 

The next morning, the 14th, we o- 
pened the channel, where the enemy 

E had funk the thallops: they had a 
breaft work which commanded the 
entrance, and a battery not quite fi- 
nifhed, 

Lt Col. Tulliken, who had met with 
an accident by a fall, and was left on 
hoard, joined me this day ; and Capt. 
Fergujon commanding the artillery, 
brought round fome light artillery 
and ftores from Torbay in the fhallops. 

The enemy had fiion of two ve- 
ry high and fteep hills,one in the front 
of our advanced pofts, and the other 
nearer to St John’s, which two hills 
appeared to command the whole 
G ground from Kitty Vttty to St obn’s. 

It was neceflary that we fhould pro- 

ceed on this fide, to fecure at the fame 

time effectually the landing at the Kitly 

Fitty, from the firft hill the enemy 

fired upon our pofts. 

On the 15th, juft before day-break, 
I ordered Capt. M‘Donnell’s corps of 
Light Infantry, and the Pravincial 
Light Infantry, fupported by our-ad- 
vanced pofts, to march to furprize the 
enemy on this hill. Capt. M*Donnel 
pafled their centries and advanced 

guards, 
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guards, and was firft difcovered by 


‘their main body on the hill, as he 


came climbiifg up the rocks near the 
fummit, which he gained, receiving 
the enemy’s fire. He threw in his fire, 
and the enemy gave way. 

Capt. M‘Donell was wounded; Lt. 
Schuyler of his company killed, with 
three or four men, and 18 wounded. 

The enemy had three companies of 
grenadiers and two picquets at this 
poft, commanded by Lt Col. Belcombe, 
fecond in command, who was wound-

ceived, which keeps him here. May

and taken prifoner ; his lieutenant 
killed, feveral men killed and wound- 
ed, and 13 taken prifoners. 

The enemy had one mortar here, 
with which they threw fome fhells at 
us in the night; a fix pounder not 
mounted, and two wall pieces. 

This hill, with one adjoining, com- 
mands the harbour. 


The 16th, we advanced to the hill . 


nearer St Fobn's, which the enemy had 
quitted ; 29 fhallops came in to-day 
with artillery and ftores, provifion and 
camp equipage from Torbay, which we 
unloaded. I moved the remainder of 
the troops forward, leaving a poft to 


guard the pafs of Kitty Vitty, on the o- D 


ther fide. Laft night the enemy’s 
fleet got out of the harbour. This 
night we lay on our arms. 

The 17th, a mortar battery was 
compleated, and a battery begun for 
4 twenty-four pounders, and 2 twelve 
pounders : About 500 yards from the 
fort, made the road from the landing 
for the artillery, and at night opened 
the mortar battery, with one eight- 
inch mortar, 7 cohorns, and 6 royals. 
The enemy fired pretty brifkly from 
the fort, and threw fome fhells. 

Tie 18th in the morning, I received 
a letter from the Count d@°Hauforville, 
of which I do myfe!f the honour to 
igiclofe your lordthip a copy, as alfo of 


“my anfwer ; with copies of other let- 


ters that paffed,and of the capitulation.

Northumberland of 70 guns, the’ Ante- 
lope of 50, the . oy of 44, the Syren 
of 20; and the King George; a provinit 
cial veffel of fmall force; as‘well be: 
fore as after he was joined by the 


B troops from Halifax, in order to dif- 


lodge the enemy from Neaufoundland. 

By this letter it appears,’that orderg 
had been fent by the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty to Lord Colville, fo early as 
the 7th of Fune, to fend.a fufticient 
force to enable Capt. Graves, of the 
Antelope, to defeat the defigns of the 
fquadron commanded by M. de Ter! 
nay; the original of which orders ne- 
ver cametohis hands; and the drpli- 
cate of them only after his lordthip 
was joined by the {quadron and troops 
from Halifax, onthe 1ith of September. 
This particular is the more worthy 
obfervation, as the miniftry have been 
rlamed for negiigence, in not pro- 
viding in time for the prefervation of 
Nezutcundland.

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FOREIGN AISTORY. 


HE accounts from Peterfbourg that 

have been publifhed during the pre- 
fent month in the foreign prints, concern~ 
ing the unfettled ftate of the‘prefent Igo- 
vernment in Ruffa, do not appear to be 
well founded, The new Emprefs, in pur- 
fuance of her former refolution, fet out 
for Mofcow, on Sunday, the «11th of Sep- 
tember, propofing to make her public en- 
try into that capital about the 12th inft. 
and to fix the ceremony of her coronation 
forthe 22d. The ordinary affairs of the 
government of Peterfburgh are left in the 
hands of a committee of the fenate, of 
whom M, Neplueff is declared prefident, 
- and before her Majefty left the city; was 
honoured with the order of St Andrew. 

The Ruffian troops have evacuated Memel, 
Pilaw, arid the whole kingdom of Pruffia ; 
fo that his Prujffian majefty is again in full 
pofieftion of all’ his territories in Pomera- 
nia and’ Polifh Pruffia, from the latter of 
whith he has already received a confidera- 
blenumber of recruits, 

The Diet of Poland on the 4th of Oétober 
was affembled on extraordinary affairs, 
and a motion was then made for the elec- 
tion of a new marfhal, but on fome ob- 
jections being ftarted,the affembly was ad- 
journed to the next day. On that day the 


motion was again renewed, and it being 
propofed to clear the houfe of fuch mem- 
bers as had no right of voting, and young 
Count Brub/ being particularly objected to, 


who, it is faid, being no Polander, either by 
birth or naturalization, could not poffibly 
be admitted ; in an inftant fabres were 
drawn, and all fell into confufion, When 
things were a little calmed, a motion was 
made for breaking up the Diet, and if this 
motion is not withdrawn, the Diet muft 
accordingly be at an end. 

The fiege of Schweidnitz, which has oc- 
cupied the attention of his Prufian ma- 
jefty for more than two months, and has 
been carried on, and the place defended, 
with uncommon fpirit, has at laft been de- 
termined, on the oth inftant, by a capitu- 
Jation which refigns up the garrifon prifo- 
ners of war, It is expected that the par- 
ticulars of this fiege will be publifhed by 
the king himfelf, as the latter period of it 
was directed by his majefty in perfon, It 
is’ faid the garrifon that furrendered con- 
fitted of 8000 effective men, befides the 
fick and wounded, 

On taking poffeffion of the place, his 
majefty returned to his former quarters at 
Puerfwalde, having fent a large reinforce- 
ment to Prince Henry. 

On the 13th Prince Henry was attacked 
in front by Gen, Haddick, as was Gen. 
Hulfen, at the fame.time, by Major Gen. 
Schmettau, but the Auffrians were repulfed 
on all fides with very confiderable Jlaugh- 
ier 
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Marfhal Daun has made no confiderable 
alteration in the pofition of his army ; but 
having detached a body of 20,000 men in 
to Saxony, trufted to have diflodged Prince 
Henry from that country, before the fuc- 
ceurs he had demanded could have arri- 
ved. The lofs of Schweidnitz, and his dif- 
appointment in this projeét, may probably 
difpofe his court to entertain more fa- 
vourable fentiments of peace, 

The French and allied armies are now 
feparated only by the Obme and the Labn, 
From the 7th to the 21ft of laft month, 
the armies: were in perpetual motion, the 
French to open their communication with 
Coffl, the Allies to cutit off. Inthis view, 
one of the moft bloody contefts happened 
that is any where recorded, Amonebourg is 
a (mall fortrefs, but of great importance, 
as it opens the pafs that leads to the adja- 
cent country, which the motions of the 
French all tended to enter. Amonebour; 
was occupied by a battalion of the Brito 
legion, and a detachment of 200 men from 
the referve ; Kirchayn, a more confidera- 
bie place, had a garrifon of 400 men ; and 
the bridge over the Laba that feparated thefe 
two places was guarded by a detachment of 
200 men; on one fide of this bridge was a 
mill,called Bucker-Mubi, and on the other a 
fmali redoubt,inJwhich roo menonly were 
placed to defend the head of the bridge, A- 
bout fix in the morning of the 21ft of Sep- 
tember, the weather being extremely foggy, 
the enemy attacked the poft at the Bucker- 
Mubi, without being able to carry it. 
They planted at the fame time fome can- 
non, at the foot of the hill of Amonebourg, 
about 200 paces from the bridge, in order 
to bear on the redoubf. It appeared, 
that their intention at firft, in taking pof- 
feffion of the mill, was only to cut off our 
communication with Amonebourg ; but the 
fog, with the fire of the cannon, giving \it 
the appearance of a defign of more confe- 
quence, we brought up feveral pieces of 
artillery, Lord Granby's whole corps mo- 


_ved that way: Gen, Weiffinbach marched 


to Kirchayn, and eight battalions and four 
fquadrens,entered the wood of Stautzenberg. 
In proportion as the number of our cannon 
increafed, that of the enemy did fo like- 
wife, till they had brought up 20 pieces of 
heavy artillery. On our fide all the Heffi- 
an, and Buckeburg, and half of the Hanove- 
rian artillery, were placed upon the height 
of Bucker.Mubl, and from break of day till 
dark night, a moftterrible firing continued 
without intermiffion. ‘We maintained the 
redoubt, and the-enemy the mill. Hiftory 
I believe, can fcarce furnith an inftance of 
fo obftinate a difpute ; in which the lofs 
on either fide may eafily be conceived to 
be confiderable. The troops in the re- 
doubt were conftantly relieved, after hav- 
ing fired 60 charges; and towards the clofe 

ot 
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of the day 17 compleat battalions had been 
employed on the fervice, The redoubdt 
was expofed to the fire of the enemy’s ar- 
tillery. at the diftance of about 300 paces ; 
-and to that of all their fmall arms, within 
30 paces diftance ; befides that the troops, 
coming and going, were obliged to march 
mear. 400 paces, expofed to the enemy’s 
cannon, loaded with grape thot, -The e- 
nemy’s fituation was nearly the fame, ex- 
cepting that the mill afforded them rather 
more fhelter. This, in general, is the 
whole affair. The oldeft foldiers fay, they 
mever faw fo fevere a cannonade ; fince, 
though there were near 50 pieces of can- 
non employed, their execution was confi- 
med to the fpace of about 400 paces; and 
not only the fire of the artillery, but the 
mufquetry too of the two oppofite pofts 
‘was not intermitted a fingle inftant for near 
as hours, Towards the conclufion of the 
affair, the number of the killed and woun- 
ded, at the entrarice of, and in the redoubt, 
on our fide, feemed to exceed 500 ; fo that 
the troops. which came there late in the 
day, made ufe of the dead bodies to raife 
the parapet a little, which was almoft le- 
velled ; and within a very {mall compafs, 
2700 of the enemy’s balls have. been fince 
taken up. 

While the enemy were attacking the re- 
doubt, they played likewife fome batteries 
on Amonehourg, and afiaulted it three times, 
but without fuccefs. On the 22d every 
thing was quiet, and the works on both 
fides were repaired without moleftation. 

Atter a fire from the enemy, which laf- 
ted all night, and by which they had made 
a pra@icable breach, the yarrifon of Amo- 
nebourg furrendered prifoners. in confe- 
quence of which, on the 23d, the enemy 
puthed forward the right of their camp, 
and pofted a body between Amonebourg and 
Kileinfeelbeim. 

The lofs on our fide in killed and woun- 
ded, according to the returns in the London 
Gazette, amounted to about 600 men, a- 
mong whom are feveral brave officers, 
The lofs of the French muft be much more 
confiderable, as bya letter from Frarcfort, 
it is faid, 1800 were brought wounded to 
the hofpitals there. The French account 
fays, that their men fired till the barrels of 
their pieces were fo hot that they could 
not chasge them. 

Onthe 28th the enemy puhhed a confide- 
rable detachment to Ziegenbayn, and tho’t 
themfelves ftrong enough to torce Major

and taking 400 men. It is fuppofed their
